THe passage of the scrutin de liste bill | 


by the French chamber of deputies is a 
great victory for M. Gambetta. It will 
undoubtedly be adopted by the senate. 
The bill provides for the election of dep- 
uties by the 87 departments into which 
France is divided, and abolishes the sys- 
teni of electing one deputy in each of the 
S62 arrondissements or districts. If, 
instead of electing congressmen by dis- 
tricts, we put them on the state ticket, 
we would have an electoral change very 
much like Gambetta’s. It is believed 
that the new plan will bring out better 
and stronger men, but it will certainly 
take power from the people and village 
politicians to transfer it to the depart- 
ment chiefs and the great Paris bosses. 

The Special Beeston ofthe Senate, 

The senate was called to meet in special 
session March 4, for the purpose of dis- 
posing of such business as the new ad- 
ministration might lay before it, and the 
adjournment took place May 20. The 
events of the extra session have been of 
marked significance, and some of these 
events have led to remarkable results. 
A superficial observer, in reviewing the 
special session would conclude that the 
deadlock, which, for two months and 
more engrossed the attention of the sen” 
ate and brought the public business to a 
standstill, was the result of an attempt’ 
on the part of the democratic senators 
to preyenttheconsummation of a corrupt 
bargain with Mahone. But the real 
cause of the deadlock. lies deeper 
that. The bargain with 
Mahone was made at the in- 
stance of Mr. Conkling, and through the 
medium of Mr. Conkling’s friends, Dorsey 
and Gorham. The New York boss knew 


‘perfectly well that the republicans wouid 


not have a majority even with the aid of 
Mahone, and he knew, furthermore, that 
the democrats, under all the circum- 
stances, would be likely to resist any 
attempt to unseat senate oflicials at a 
session called for the sole purpose of con- 
sidering business to be laid before it by 
the executive. All these things were 
clear to Mr, Conkling, and he thereupon 

tolead the administration sen- 


ators into acaucus trap, His motives for 


originating and promoting the deadlock 
were obvious. He bad had three several 
cenferences with the president, but the 
latter refused to commit himself to any 
of Conkling’s plans. According to the 
recent letters of Nichol—which may 
be considered authoritative—Mr. Gar- 
field was veiy particular to use vague 
language in talking to Conkling: so that 
when the senate met, the latter was not 
by any means informed of either the 
attitude or the intentions of the adminis-

tration with respect to the patronage that 
might be accorded to him. Before 
Conkling could formulate any plans of 
his own, it was absolutely necessary that 
he should know the purposes of the 
president. It was under these circum- 
stances that the deadlock was inaugu- 
rated, and the political historian of the 
future will be justified in referring to it 
as the invention of Mr. Conkling by 
which he compelled the administration 
to make its purposes plain, while con- 
tributing its forces to aid the New York 
senator in his deep-laid scheme. 

It is to be observed here that when the 
aiministration discovered the purpose 
ef Conkling, they immediately served 
him that they would 
procced to business, and the admin- 
istration itself gave evidence of its 
earnestness by withdrawing all the New 
York nominations made for the purpose 
of conciliating Conkling and his friends. 
Under these circumstances, the New 
York boss had either to sit quietly by 
and witness the confirmation of Robert- 
son, or resign. He chose the latter, 
dragging Platt after him, and the coun- 
try has had pressed upon its attention 
the spectacle of a great state left without 
representation in the United States 
senate because Roscoe Conkling was not 
allowed to dictate the nomination of a 
collector of customs. , 

Through all these curious complica- 
tions, the democrats have, for a wonder, 
been held well in hand. They have not 
only made no blunder, but they have 
displayed an amount of backbone 
almost phenoemnal, considering 
their weakness heretofore. More- 
over, they have conducted 
their opposition in great good humor, 
and the result is a moral victory which 
will be worth a great deal to the party. 
They have one other duty to perform 
when the senate shall meet in regular 
session, and that is to insist upon an 
equal division of the patronage of the 
senate, and upon at least half the com- 
mittees. With Mahone figuring as a 
republican, the democratshave half the 
senate, and they should insist upon the 
equality to which their numbers entitle 
them. This view of the case will not, of 
course, be relished by Dawes and Hoar, 
but the democrats have it in their power 
to force the republicans to terms, and 
this power should be judiciously, but 
firmly exe re ‘ised.

Fence or No Fence. 

Ata recent meeting of the Randolph 
county agricultural society, the question 
of “fence or no fence’’ was elaborately 
discussed, and a resolution was adepted 
appointing a committee to call a meeting 
of the citizens of the county to consider 
the question in all its bearings. The ar- 
guments advanced in favor of no fence by 
members of the society are of great inter- 
est. It was estimated that the fences 
now in Randolph county cost $500,000, 
and that to keep them up costs at least 
ten per cent of that amount, while the 
report of the comptroller general shows 
that there are but $174,000 worth of 
stock in the county, including mutes, 
cows, hogs, ete. Leaving 
out of consideration, the value of 
mules and horses, which are always 
fenced in, there is probably not morethan 
$50,000 worth of stock. It was also 
argued that much land is occupied by 
the fences that would otherwise be cul- 
tivated; that they are the cause of many 
neighborhood quarrels; and that they 
every yeara vast amount of 


horses, 


consume 
timber. 

The advantages of having no fences 
forth. 1. The improvement of 
Land rapidly improves when 
not grazed upon; 2. The growth of tim- 
ber; 3. The increased value of land and 
value of rent of land; 4. Economy of 
farming. Various suggested objec- 
tions were met. It reduces the 
number of stock, but gives vaiue to those 
retained; wherever it has been adopted, 
rich and poor, white and black are loud- 
est in its praise. 

We have thus summarized for the ben- 
efit of our readers the most striking of 
the arguments used by the members of 
the agricultural society of Randolph. 
The question involved is one for discus- 
sion and it will grow in importance until 
Georgia and the south have finally dis- 
posed of it as other agricultural com- 
munities have done.

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—Colonel Thomas A. 
Scott died at his country residence, Woodlawn, 
near Darby, et 9 o'clock last evenicg in the 57th 
year of his age. His death had been expected at 
any moment for the last 46 hours.

Mr, Scott was shortly afterward appointed colo 
nel of the District Volunteers, anu f on May 23, 
1861, he was selected to take charge of al) govern- 
me nt railways and telegraphs. On August 1 he 
was appointed assistant secretary of war by Mr. 
Stanion,and he was sent on a official tour 
through the west and southwest to look into the 
condition of the various camps 
On June 1, 1562, he re sianed. bis position in the 
war de -partment and resumed his duties as vice~ 
president of the Pennsylvania road.
